ENGLISHMEN AND AMERICA. 


IT eey W h o ETave H ern W a rm F rie n d s of 
T b ie C o u n try . 
The fact is that the English pnblio 
¡ji.’ii wh« hnw understood America, or 
who have seemed to care to understand 
her, have, at least until recently, always 
represented a small minority. 
During 
the first century of our national life 
scarcely an Englishman of eminence 
was clear sigh Uni enough to perceive 
America’s real devotion to gn at ideals, 
Onr British kinsmen thought us a horde 
of gradgrinds and nothing else, whereas, 
in spite of a seeming absorption in ma­ 
terial things, the national life was grap­ 
pling w ith mighty ethical and political 
ideas, which the selfishness and irre­ 
sponsibility of politicians m ight some­ 
times distort, but could never stifle. 
Leigh Hunt, as Lowell used to remind 
us, could never think of America w ith­ 
out seeing in imagination a gigantio 
counter stretched all along our seaboard, 
and wo bore H unt’s ridicule with a 
complacency that was tbe more cheerful 
beoanse his caliber and weight of motai 
were scarcely great enough to do much 
execution oversea. Carlyle sneered; we 
remembered his dyspepsia and forgave. 
Buskin emptied the vials of his elo­ 
quent contempt upon our sacrifice to 
America’s freedom and integrity; we 
abated no jot or tittle of our veneration 
for his prophet’« message, while we 
strove to make just allowance for the 
vagaries of the hypermsthetic tempera 
m ent These» things it was easy to con­ 
done. 
The Englishmen w ho have understood 
American life have judged it by some 
thing besides the froth of the irresponsi­ 
ble press and the antics of provincial 
“ statesm en.” Cobden’s fatal exposure 
of his life to do us service and John 
B right’s brave words in the hour of our 
distress can never Le forgotten. 
The 
memory of Thomas vugbes—alas I that 
we must write “ memory” now—will 
always remain a rich and fragrant leg­ 
acy, to which, in a peculiar sense, we 
are coheirs with Englishmen, while the 
work of Mr. Bryce has not only won 
onr respect and gratitude, but is bound 
to leave deep impress 011 our life. None 
of these men wa« blind to the evident 
foibles, defects and crudities of the 
strenuous life of an earnest and virile 
people. On the other hand, none invited 
distrust by silly attempts to flatter or 
cajole. 
But all were quick to recognize 
in American aspiration, achievement, 
and representative character something 
other and better than mere bigness. 
They even ventured now’ and then to 
speak of these things as g reat; but the 
words sits better on their lips than ob 
ours.—From “ Duty of Englishmen UP

but the great iueas and discoveries 
which underlie these details have been 
given to the world gratis.

Men w ith great 
mechanical gifts do not exercise them 
sqlely w ith a view’ to commercial profit 
any more than astronomers search the 
heavens for new* worlds w ith an eye to 
registering patents and floating com­ 
panies tm the results of their discover­ 
ies.—London ’Truth.

Ushant, the island upon whose out­ 
lying reefs the steamer Drummond Cas­ 
tle ran, sinking three minutes after­ 
ward and carrying down every soul on 
board, except three, lies off the north­ 
west extremity of France and forms 
the corner around which vessels from 
the south turn into the English channel 
after crossing 
the bay of 
Biscay. 
“ Ushant” is the Anglicized form of 
“ Ouessant, ” the French name. 
Pliny 
calls the island “ Uxantis,” and the 
Britons know it as “ Knez Heussa,” 
which means “ The Isle if Terror. ” It 
well deserves the Celtic name. 
The inhabitants of URhant are a hardy 
race, the men all fishermen and seamen, 
’ the women all tillers of the rocky soil. 
| The latter on high days and holidays 
[ still often display their ancient costume, 
j with its flat coif, w’hich strikingly re­ 
calls the feminine headgear of southern 
j Italy, 
and w’heuce their dark 
hair 
1 streams in freedom below their waists 
Within the last quarter of a century a 
breed of ponies still roamed in semi- 
W’ildness over a large part of the island, 
and for centuries the inhabitants them­ 
selves were looked upon os savages. De­ 
barred, often for long weeks at a time, 
from any intercourse with the main 
land, they certainly led very primitive 
lives. 
But at the same time they pro 
served the prim itive virtues, and hon­ 
esty and hospitality have ever been ar 
tieles of faith among them. 
Losing year by year, with unfailing 
regularity, a score or two of their own 
kith and kindred in the treacherous 
waters around their isle, their sympa­ 
thies have always been w ith those 
whom shipwreck lias imperiled. Several 
of the Breton islands have notoriously 
harbored 
communities of 
wreckers, 
but the people of Ushant have again 
and again distinguished themselves by 
their efforts to save distressed vessels 
or their crews. 
Whenever one of the islanders is lost 
at sea, a touching ceremony, called “ tho 
proella” is performed. 
The relatives 
and friends of the deceased carry to his 
house a small wooden cross, over which 
the clergy repeat the prayers for the 
dead, as if this symbol were the corpse 
itself. 
Then the cross bearer, who, 
whenever practicable, is the godfather 
of the defunct (this again a touching 
instance of symbolism), incloses it in a 
ooffer, and, followed by all the mourn­ 
ers, deposits it at tho foot of a statue of 
B t Pol Aurelien, the patron of the isle. 
A few years ugo a hundred or so of these 
coffers could be seen assembled around 
the statne. 
Ushant is known to history. As early 
as 1888 an English expedition landed 
on the island and ravaged it w ith flro 
and sword. 
Then, in 1778, its waters 
witnessed the much criticised naval en­ 
gagement between Keppel and d ’Or- 
villiers, which English histories usually 
describe as a drawn battle, whereas the

That Ushant is, in Breton estimation, 
predestined to deeds of blood aud death 
is shown by a strange rhymed proverb,

j “ Ho who sees Belle Isle doth see ji’i 
isle; He who seeth Groi doth see bis 
joy, but gaze on U shant’s flood, you tee

Of the wild scenery around Ushant 
there has probably never been any bet­ 
ter description than that given by 
Chateaubriand.

S issy W ho W»vrn Hern W arm Friends of 
This Country. 
Tho fart ie that th© English public 
men who have understood America, or 
who have seemed to care to anders tend 
her, have, at least until recently, alway© 
represented a small minority. During 
the first century of our national life 
scarcely an Englishman of eminence 
was clear sigh Uh! enough to perceive 
America’s real devotion to great ideals. 
Our British kinsmen thought us a horde 
of gradgrinds and nothing else, whereas, 
In spite of a seeming absorption in ma­ 
terial things, the national life was grap­ 
pling with mighty ethical and political 
Ideas, which tho selfishness and irre­ 
sponsibility of politicians might some­ 
times distort, bot could never stifle. 
Leigh Hunt, as Lowell used to remind 


1 us, could never think of America with­ 
out seeing in imagination a gigantic 
counter stretched all along oar seaboard, 
and we bore Hunt’s ridicule with a 
complacency that was the mon* cheerful 
because his caliber and weight of metai 
were scarcely great enough to do much 
execution oversseu. Carlyle sneered; we 
remembered his dyspepsia and forgave. 
Buskin emptied the vials of his elo­ 
quent contempt upon our sacrifice to 
America’s freedom and integrity; we 
abated no jot ca’ tittle of our veneration 
for his prophet’s message, while we 
strove to make just allowance for tile 
vagaries of the hypera*Rthetic tempera 
ment. These things it was easy to con­ 
done. 
The Englishmen who have understood 
American life have judged it by some­ 
thing besides the froth of the irresponsi­ 
ble press and the antics of provincial 
“statesmen.” Cobden’s fatal exposure 
of his life to do us service aud John 
Bright’s brave words in the hour of our 
distress can never dx* forgotten. The 
memory of Thomas Hughes—alas! that 
we must write “memory” now—will 
always remain a rich and fragrant leg­ 
acy, to which, in u peculiar sense, w« 
are coheirs with Englishmen, while tho 
work of Mr. Bryce has not only won 
our respect and gratitude, but is bound 
to leave deep impress on our life. None 
of these men was blind to th© evident 
foibles, defects aud crudities of the 
strenuous life of an earnest and virile 
people. On the other ha id, none invited 
distrust by silly attempts to flatter or 
cajole. But all were quick to recognize 
in American aspiration, achievement, 
and representative character something 
other and better than mere bigness. 
They even ventun*d now* and then to 
sp< ak of these things as great; bat Mn 
words sits better on their lips than os 
ours.—From “Duty of Englishmen ta 
America” in Century.

Patents are mostly concerned with 
small mechanical details and improve­ 
ments—it may be in candles or umbrel­ 
las or it may bo in tho application of 
steam and electricity—aud by means of 
tin se patents enormous profits have 
been secured to second rate inventors, 
but the great incas and discoveries 
which underlie these details have been 
given to the world gratis. 
There is a general notion that if you 
did not protect inventions by mean© of 
l atents inventors would cease to invent, 
aud material Vrt4 Jr<J*s woald corno to a 
t‘andstill. But history dom not bear 
thin out in the least. Men with great 
mechanical gifts do not exercise thew 
sol- ly with a view to commercial profit 
any more than astronomers search th© 
heavens for new worlds with un eye to 
registering patents and floating com­ 
panies i«i the results of their discover­ 
ies.—Loudon I'm th.

Event* of W hich H istory Treats Have 
H appened In I ts Vicinity. 


Ushant, the island upon whose out­ 
lying reefs the steamer Drummond Cas­ 
tle ran, sinking three minutes after­ 
ward and carrying down every soul on 
board, except three, lies off the north­ 
west extremity of France and forms 
the corner around which vessels from 
the south turn into the English ohaunel 
after crossing 
the bay of 
Biscay. 
“Ushant” is the Anglicized form of 
"Ouessant, ” the French name. Pliny 
calls the island “ Uxantis,” and tile 
Britons know it as “Enez Heussa,” 
which means "The Isle Af Terror. ” It 
well deserves the Celtic nome. 
The inhabitants of Ushant are a hardy 
race, the men all fishermen and seamen, 
the women all tillers of the rocky soil. 
The latter on high days and holidays 
still often display their ancient costume, 
With its flat coif, which strikingly re­ 
calls the feminine headgear of southern 
Italy, 
and whence their dark hair 
streams in freedom below their waists 
Within the last quarter of a century a 
breed of ponies still roamed in semi­ 
wildness over a large part of the island, 
and for centuries the inhabitants them­ 
selves wen* looked upon os savages. De­ 
barred, often for long weeks at a time, 
from any intercourse with the main 
land, they certainly led very primitive 
lives. 
But at the same time they pre 
served the primitive virtues, and hon­ 
esty and hospitality have ever been ar 
tides of faith among them. 
Losing year by year, with unfailing 
regularity, a score or two of their own 
kith and kindred in the treacherous 
waters around their islw, thoir sympa­ 
thies have always boon with those 
whom shipwreck has imperiled. Several 
of the Breton islands have notoriously 
harbored communities of wreckers, 
but the people of Ushant have again 
and again distinguished themselves tty 
their efforts to save distressed vessels 
or their crews. 
Whenever one of the islanders is lost 
at sea, a touching ceremony, called “ the 
proella” is performed. The relatives 
aud friends of the deceased carry to his 
house a small wooden cross, over which 
the clergy repeat the prayers for the 
dead, as if this symbol were the corpse 
itself. 
Then the cross bearer, who, 
whenever practicable, is tho godfather 
of the defunct (this again a touching 
instance of symbolism), iDCloses it in a 
doffer, aud, followed bjr all tho mourn 
ars, deposits it at the root of a statue of 
Bt. Pol Aurelien, tit© pattern of th© isle. 
A few years ago a hundred or so of these 
coffers could be seen assembled around 
the statue. 
Ushant is known to history. As early 
ts 1888 an English expedition landed 
on the island and ravaged it with lire 
and sword. Then, in 1778, its waters 
witnessed the much criticised naval en­ 
gagement between Koppel and d’Or- 
villiors, which English histories usually 
describe as a drawn battle, whereas the 
French invariably claim it as a decisive 
victory. Finally, 16 years later, Ushant 
©aw tho “glorious first of June,u when 
Lord Howe certainly shattered 
tho 
French ships of war commanded by 
Villamt-Joyouse, but at the same limo 
signally failed to prevent the large fleet 
of French merchantmen, on w hose ar­ 
rival France depended for means to pros­ 
ecute the war, from getting safely into 
the port of Brest. 
That Ushant is, in Breton estimation, 
predestined to deeds of blood aud death 
is shown by a strange rhymed proverb, 
which Chateaubriand quotes in hi© 
Memoirs From Beyond the Grave,” 
aud which may be Englished thus; 
“He who sees Belle Isle doth sen jet 
isle; He who (teeth Groi doth ae* bl© 
joy, but gaze on Usbant’s flood, you se© 
your blood. ” 
Of the w ild scenery around Ushant 
there has probably newer been any bet­ 
ter description than that given by 
Chateaubriand. 
The island is the lar­ 
gest and from the mainland the most 
distant, of thoso forming the archipelago 
to which it gives its name, Molena tie* 
next iu size, trades largely In its own 
toil, which on account of oertain chem­ 
ical proportion is nought after by Breton 
agriculturists. 
Then, in addition to 
•core* of little islets, some of them mere 
aits and rocks, there is Quemeuez, 
which is about a quarter the size cf 
Ushant, while near to cho mainland is 
Bom que t, or the Blessed Isle, so called 
on account of its proximity to the Bre­ 
ton shore and tho refuge it offers amid 
the most dangerous of all the adjacent 
/reefs, that of Lea Pierres Noires. 
Many a stout ship and many a frail 
fishing boat have been shattered among 
those reefs, where the waters ever sooty!* 
and roar, even on calm summer days 
But winter is the time to see Ushant 
and its neighboring isles, all bare and 
rugged, rising from amid the gale lashed 
waves. Ko rock bound coast can offer a 
more impressive spectacle than that 
Which the ocean then presents as it 
leaps in its dread, blind might around 
The Isle of Terror.’’—Weston juster Ga 
sette.
